All authorities report a continua- 
tion of the large volume of business. 
There Is no marked evidence of re- 
cession due to the peacn rumors now 
current.

Columbus. O., Jan. 2. — Ohio Su- 
preme court tomorrow is to decide 
whether the United States is actually 
at war with Mexico. 
The court will hear the mandamus 
suit of Adjutant General Edward S. 
Bryant to compel State Auditor A. V. 
Danahoy to pay him full "war time" 
salary for his services as assistant 
adjutant general during part of last 
June and all of July and August. 


Col. H. J. Turner, judge advocate of 
the Ohio National Guard, defending 
Bryant, cites a state law providing 
that the assletant adjutant general
